The b@ 
havior and appearance of the troops on drill 
Were excellent. Too much time that might be

fine points of the manual and marching. A

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IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Gannon Succeeds Fitzgerald as President. 
Proceedings Yesterday. 


Cutcaao, October 2.—M. V. Gannon, of 
Omaha, tonight succeeded Jobn Fitzgerald as 
president of the Irish National League of 
America. The convention, notwithstanding a 
Spirited struggle, adopted an attitude of abso- 
lute independence for the organization from 


any ofthe factions in Ireland on their auxil- 
iary bodies, 


Secretary John P. Sutton was re-elected by 
acclamation, and Dr. Gallagher, of New York, 
Unanimously chosen treasurer. 

Mr. Gleason, of Cleveland, chairman of the 
committee on constitution, submitted a plan 
which made no-mention of the parent body in 
Ireland, thus releasing the American body 
from subjection to control or responsibility to 
the divers organizations existing in Ireland. 

A plan was adopted without question, and 
the salaries of the president and secretary 
Were fixed at $1,000 each per year. 

A Little Excitement. 

A hubbub was raised by Dennis Ryan, of 
St. Louis, objecting to the clause in the con- 
Stitution virtually makingjone of the objects 
of the league the boycotting in America of the 
importation of goods of English manufacture. 
He thought§such action looked like taking 
& hand in Amerigan politics, but the conven- 
tion failed to see the connection, and clamor- 
ously yelled for Ryan to sit down, while it 
declared itself unmistakably for the boycott. 

The Platform Adopted. 


The real fight of the day occurred when the 
report of the committee on platform was read 
by Chairman Gannon. During the reading 
the convention was attentive, though re- 
peatedly breaking into cheers.” The platform 
was as follows: 

1. The Irish National League of America, in 
convention assembled, at Chicago, on October 2, 
1891, testifies its devotion to the flag of the union 
and the unquenchable love of its members for the 
laws and institutions of our gloriousjcountry, rec- 
O¢nizing, aS we do, gladly and proudly, that our 
primary allegiance is due to that flag and to those 
institutions. We affirm that vur overmastering 
des:re is to see extended toour motherland the 
benefits acerting from equal laws, such as have 
blessed America, and made her the hope of suffer- 
ing mankind, andthe model for nations strug- 
gling for free institutions. 

2. We regret the conditions nbw existing in 
Ireland and attribute their possibility to an un- 
fortunate tendency toward hero worship and one 
inan domination, which we hope to see obliter- 
ated from the public life of Ireland. 

3. We have no desire, nor do we deem it wise, 
necessary or patriotic, to pass judgment upon the 
questions now so unhappily separating our 
brethren in the old land. We have heretofore 
tendered our good @ffices in the adjustment of 
these differences and that tender has been wholly 
disregardéd by the contending elements, but we 
Inay aud must speak out the opinions and wishes 
of the people, whom we represent and say that it 
is the duty of the Irish and all other oppressed 
people to seek freedom ~by peaceable 
methods and only when such methods 
have been fully tried and found wanting, are 
nations and people justified in resorting to force; 
but we strongly and emphatically assert that it 
is equally a duty to prepare for every emergency, 
and stand ready to aid our kindred in every manly 
way recognized and commended by usage and 
Civilization, obtaining freemen's privileges in a 
land consecrated to freedom by the heroic sacri- 
fices of centuries. 

4. Wecall uponthose who are responsible for 
the locking up of our $200,000, mainly contributed 
by people of this country for the support of 
evicted tenants on the plan of campaign, to raise 
the sameand distribute it, as originaliy intended. 
by the subscribers, and we piedge ourselves that 
until this requestis complied with we are re- 
solved not to contribute another dollar to aid 
those who have withheld this money from its 
legitimate beneficiaries. 

5. We hereby resolve to maintain our organiza- 
tion for the purpose of being in readiness for the 
perfor.nance of such duties as the exigencies of 
the future shall deem to be fit and proper, and we 
humbly invoke the guidance of Almighty God for 
our brothers and ourselves to that end that 
with His blessing our reunited efforts may result 
in securing for the Irish people the landin which 
He planted them, and the government whose 
personnel shall be s0 clean and pure and whose 
principles shail be so broad,.humane and free, as 
to make it a model among thejfree nations of the 
earth. 

6. Weextend our heartfelt sympathy to our 
president, the Hon. John Fitzgerald, of Lincoln, 
and our first vice president, Hon. Patrick Mar- 
tin, of Baltimore, in their illmess and earnestly 
hope fortheir speedy recovery. No cause has 
ever had braver, truer or more self-sacrificing 
sons than Fitzgerald and Martin, and Irishmen 
will, we trust, ever remember, with gratitude, 
their great services to their country.., 

7 We call the attention of America to the cause 
of American citizens suffering penal horrors in 
British dungeons because of evidence plainly 
manufactured, and the fact that they dared ex- 
press themselves in favor of free Ireland, and we 
ask our representatives in congress to press the 
matter upon the attention of the state depart- 
ment. We tender our sincere thanks to all execu- 
tive officers of our organization, particalarly 
President John Fitzgerald, Treasurer Rey. Charles 
O’ Reilly, and Secretory John P. Sutton, for their 
able, untiring and brilliant services to our move- 
ment. 

A Resolution Tabled. 

Before a motion for the adoption of the plat- 
form could be put, Judge Donnelly, of Wis- 
consin, read the following, signed by himself, 
Sbaron, of lowa, and Byrne, of Georgia: 

We, the minority of your committee on resolu- 
tions, while heartily approving the majority re- 

ort, so far as it goes, beg leave to submit the fol- 

owing amendment, to be inserted therein as a 
resolution, and move its adoption: 

Resolved, That, as American citizens and firm 
believers in the principles on which our govern- 
ment is founded, we can recognize the claim of 
no person tothe chairmanship of the Irish par- 
liamentary party which is not founded on the 
consent and approval of a majority of that party, 
and we instruct the officers of this league to 
recognize the chairman chosen by the majority of 
the Irish parliamentary party. 

Everybody said a battle royal was imminent 
between the adberents of Justin McCarthy on 
the one hand and the bulk of the delegates who 
favored independence, reinforced by those who 
were still for upholding Parnell. 

At this interesting juncture Mr. Corkery, of 
Chicago, slipped in asuggestion that, as it was 
claimed the Donnelly production was not a 
minority report, but a supplementary resolu- 
tion, the thing to do was to adopt the platform 
first and then vote on the supplement. 

This seemed exactly what the McCarthyites 
did not want, but it was theirown argument, 
and they submitted as gracefully as they could, 
while the platform was adopted with a hurrah. 

After a great deal of excited contention the 
minority resolution was tabled by a vote of 
418 to 34. 

Patrick Broyle, of Toronto, Ont., was chosen 
first vice president; M. D. Gailagher, of New 
York, second vice president, aud E. J. O’Con- 
ner, of Augusta, Ga., third vice president. The 
latter’s nomination was pressed as a represen- 
tative southerner, by D. G. Fogarty, of Geor- 
gia, in one of the brightest speeches of the day. 

President Gannon’s cabinet or national 
council, was announced by him as follows: 
Daniel Corkery, of Illinois; Captain George 
Sweeney, of Ohio; John J. Donovan, of Massa- 
chusetts ; James Mangan, of Wisconsin ; H. J. 
Carroll, of RhodeIsland; Nicholas Ford, of 
Missouri, and A. P. McGark, of lowa. 


Davis’s Statue.

IT WAS NOT ADMITTED AS EVIDENCE. 


Argument of Lawyers on Both 
Sides of the Case. 


ALL THE CRIMINAL NEWS OF THE DAY. 


Nine Negroes in Arkansas Taken from the 
Officers and Lynched—Arrest of 
Bank Officers, Etc. 


MontTGomeERy, October 2.—[Special.]—The 
proceedings today in the prelimi- 
nary trial of Dunham, for shoot- 
ing Cunningham, was a_ superb legal 
straggle over the admission of an anony 
mous letter alleged to have been written by 
the deceased to the wife of the defendant. 
The letter was written on a typewriter, as fol- 
lows: 

Mrs. B.'Dunham. Dear Madam :—I guess it is 
quite a surprise and something very unusual for 
you toreceive a note of this character froma 
stranger, but, my dear woman, it is very much to 
your interest for me to write it; not that the mat- 
ter, in the least, interests me, but that I feel it is 
my duty, asa man, not to conceal from youa 
thing which will cause you no little trouble if not 
corrected at once. 

Now, if you will meet me on Catoma creek road, 
Sunday afternoon, at 4 o’clock, I shall inform 
you of something that, by you not hearing and 
acting accordingly, will cause you an 
abundance of trouble. Oh, woman, 
don’t fail to meet me, for the 
result would be certainly fisastrous, and you may 
be assured that I shall not say anything that would 
in the slightest embarrass you, or anything that 
would be improper for any man to say to oneof 
your'$ex. 

Now, donot fail tocome, for by doing 80 you 
shall reap the benefit. I am not one whom you 
have never seen, but one to whom, perhaps, you 
have never paid the slightest attention, Iam 
yours truly, LiGut TAN LEGGINGS, 
With brass button, on black horse of good gait 

around park Sundays. 
The Letter Ruled Out, 

Attorneys forthe defense read the letter 
with all the emphasis possible, and rang the 
changes upon the covert intent of the writer. 

The attorneys for the state resisted the ad- 
mission of: the letter with vigor, They 
claimed that it was irrelevant, and Mr. Rabb, 
who is a brother-in-law of the deceased, said: 

‘There was weepipg and mourning in other 
households than the defendant’s. If I would 
resort to the same methods used by the de- 
fendant, what would [ do when I looked on to 
see my loved wife wringing her hands with 
grief at the news that her only and much 
loved brother had been shot down? I see her 
grief driving her almost to insanity. I feel 
that my home circle has been invaded, but am 
I justified in taking revenge in my own hands, 
like the defendant, and going out into 
the public streets and assassinating him? 
This course was not taken, and [ 
stand here today in the coarts of the 
Jand asking for the jistice which is promised 
at’ the hands of the lawsoftheland. The 
state could appeal to prejudices and passions, 
too, and if this irrelevant testimony is intro- 
duced, the state will strip down to the naked 
facts, and it will be shown that the defendant 
has lost nothing by the reports and assertions 
of the dead boy. The state has no poetry to 
lug in and mystify the facts, but there is an- 
other sting; yes, and it lies concealedina 
beautiful basket of flowers. That letter has 
been read and commented on at length, but I 
challenge the attorney to find init one word 
or one sentimentinsulting to the lady to whom 
itis addressed. The object of the introduc- 
tion of this letter is to prove that the letter 
made the defendant mad enough to commit 
this crime. He was sorry that the 
defense had lugged in this extraneous matter. 
If they persisted in it the state would 
be obliged to unfold that which he would be 
sorry to see unfolded; which it will be better 
for Montgomery that Jshould not be unfolded. 
The good book says substantially that he who 
takes up the sword must expect to be met by 
the sword. The defendant is arraigned on a 
charge of murder. The defense sought to 
draw away and turn the course into the chan- 
nel of defamation. He was.opposed to this 
perversion and wanted the hearing to proceed 
upon the investigatien of murder, which is 
before the court, and not to switch it off into 
an investigation of acharge of defamation of 
character, which is not a trial.’’ 

The motion torule the letter out was sus- 
tained. 

A Detective Testifies. 

Albert Gimbel, a detective, testified that he 
met deceased in Americus, Ga., on September 
21st. Hetalked-freely about losing the offer 
of ajob. He said it was through Dunham’s 
influence; said that Dunham had caught him 
in bed with his wife, and that was the reason; 
said he would return to Montgomery and kill 
Dunham. Three other witnesses were exam- 
ined this afternoon, but no material new facts 
were developed. The state lays great stress 
upon the fact that Gimbe!l, a Montgomery de- 
tective, happened to be in Americus at the 
time Cunningham was there. 

The court adjourned until tomorrow. 


NINE WERE LYNCHED. 


Particulars of the Killing of the Kioters in 
Arkansas. 

Hevena, Ark:, October 2.—There has been 
considerable excitement here over the warfare 
in the county caused by a body of imported 
cotton pickers inciting the negroes to a general 
strike for higher wages, which has culminated 
in a riot. Yesterday Deputies Frank Mills 
and Jesse Hodges, who have been with Sheriff 
Derrick the last few days, arrived in the city 
and report as follows: 

Wednesday afternoon they succeeded in 
locating thirteen of the worst of the rioting 
negroes in a canebrake near Cats’ island. 
The negroes had been trying to work their 
way towards Presidents’ island and thence to 
Memphis. The sheriff’s posse called upon 
them to surrender and give up their arms, 
The negroes answered by a volley of shots and 
made a dash to escape. Twa were killed, two 
escaped and nine were captared. These 
negroes were disarmed and given in charge of 
Deputies Mills and Hodges who started with 
them to Marianna, the county seat. 

Met by a Mob. 

A few miles back of Hackley’s landing the 
deputies found themselves and prisoners sur- 
rounded by a crowd of masked men, mounted 
and armed. They demanded the prisoners at 
the hands of the deputies, and as they out- 
numbered the deputies two to oe, took charge 
of the prisoners, marched them intoa thicket 
and hung them. 

It is believed that most of the negroes were 
from Memphis. Among the killed is Ben 
Patterson, whois known as a crap shooter 
and an all-around negro gambler, and who 
organized the strike on behalf of the cotton 

ickers who annually go from Memphis to the 
ttoms. The balance had nothing to do with 
the disturbance whatever. It remains to be 
seen whether the trouble is entirely over, 
although the general empression is that it is. 
The death of Patterson setties it. 
There Were Fifteen Killed. 

New ORLEANS, October 2,—A _ Picayune’s 
Helena, Ark., special says: 

It now appears that no less than 


fifteen 
negroes were killed of the gang of nineteen , 


who commenced the trouble. Of the remain- 
ing four, three are in jail at Marianna and one 
in jail at Forest City. 

Toa millionaire merchant, J. F. Frank, of 
Memphis, is laid the charge of having incited 
the trouble by saying in the presence of a hun- 
dred negroes at his store that he would have 
his cotton picked if he had to pay $1 per hun- 
dred for the work. ; 


AFFAIRS IN SAMOA. - 


Natives Complain of Inefficient Officers 
Placed Over Them. 


Arra, Samoa, September 16.—The natives 
of the island of Monona have been trying for 
some time to upset the present government, 
and a few weeks ago some of the chiefs, who 
expressed their intention of going to Mulinu 
to join. the government, had their houses 
pulled down and their plantations destroyed 
by order of the other chiefs. 

As soon as news of the outrage was received 
here, the president of the municipal council, 
Baron Von Senft, whois also adviser to the 
king, together with United States Vice Consul 
Blacklock, went down to Monona on the 
United States steamer Iroquois, and arrested 
the perpetrators, tried and found them guilty, 
and sentenced them to six months’ imprison- 
ment. 

No Further Troubled Feared. 

The people of Monona at first threatened to 
rebel, but afterwards returned to their islands, 
promising to obey the government. No fur- 
ther trouble is feared. In order to frustrate 
any attempt at rescue, the prisoners were 
taken to Union Gasut, about three hundred 
miles from here, The natives say this action 
Savors strongly of the methods of ex-German 
Consul Brandere. The chief justice is absent 
on a trip to Sydney, leaving just before the 
trouble started, against the wishes of the king 
and government, and the disapproval of the 
consuls. Itis considered extraordinary that 
he should leave the islands when he knew 
trouble might be expected at any time. 

Mataafa is still at Malie with about three 
hundred men, and is addressed and treated as 
a king. He is keeping the country in a state of 
unrest. The story has been circulated that the 
United States would helpin the eventof war, 
and this has had the effect of keeping a number 
ot discontented chiefs about Mataafa. 

Mataafa Given Good Advice. 


Consul General Sewall wrote Mataafa 
that he should not think of-being king, and 
that he would forfeit the good will of the 
United States if he persisted. This letter was 
suppressed by Mataafa, but copies have been 
circulated among the natives with good effect. 

An Iguorant Chief Justice. 

Chief Justice Cedarkrantz gives great dis- 
Batisfaction here. 
knowledge of the English language, and can- 
not conduct supreme court cases or transact 
ordinary government business. He refuses to 
have anything to do with governing the coun- 
try, and, although he has been nine months in 
Samoa, he has not framed a single law for the 
guidance of Samoan magistrates, as he was ex- 

ressly directed to do by the treaty. He re- 

uses to pay any duty on liquors, etc., which 
he imported for his own use, and as there is no 
sppeal from his decision, nobody can force 

im. 

“The German land commissioner and the 
English consul say thatif thechief justice does 
not pay, neither will they, on the ground that 
they are representatives of foreign powers. 
There is nothing in the treaty to show that 
government ofticials should be allowed this 
rivilege. The president of the council has 
ost the confidence of the king and the gov- 
ernment. 

The Matter of Money. 

The president, not content with being ad- 
visor, attempted to become dictator. He tried 
to force old- German silver marksin at par 
after the government had decided against it, 
ordering them to reconsider their judgment 
and threatening that Germany would be very 
angry if her money was not accepted. 

Owing to the geographical position of the 
islands, American and English money is the 
only one of any use, except at a heavy dis- 
count. However, the government would not 
be coerced, so the money used now is Ameri- 
can gold and silver sovereigns, German gold 
20 marks, and Chilean silver dollars.

A ROW AT THE PANTHEON. 


Pilgrims Show Disrespect to the Tomb of 
King Emmanuel. 

Rome, October 2.—There has been no little 
anxiety for days past lest the presence of large 
numbers of zealous pilgrimsin Rome might, 
in some way, rouse the smoldering fires of re- 
ligious passion or popular prejudice. It hap- 
pened today and great excitement prevails. 

A company of pilgrims, after having been 
received by the pope, was visiting the notable 
sanctuaries ofthe city. While they were at 
the Pantheon they manifested open disrespect 
to the tomb of King Victor Emmanuel, 

Their actions soon brought on a row and the 
church attendants summoned the police, who 
entered the church and placed three of. the 
pilgrims under arrest. 

When news of the disturbance and arrests 
spread through Rome, bands of young men 
gathered ir many quarters and marched in 
procession through the streets, singing anti- 
clerical and patriotic airs, and hooting and 


hissing at any pilgrims who chanced across ° 


their path. The processionists marched to 
the hotels occupied by pilgrims and ioudly de- 
manded that the Italian flag displayed. 
The proprietors were quick to acceede to this 
patriotic demand.

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THE STRIKE ENDED. 


The Black Troops Concluded to Give In 
at Last. 


They WERE GROWING VERY UGLY, 


And Great Danger Existed of a Lit- 
tle Blood-Letting, 


BEEN AVERTED 


BUT ALL HAS 


By the Surrender of the Men Who Were 
Willing to See the Business ofa 
W hole Community Wrecked. 


SaAvANNAH, Ga., October 2.—[Special.]— 
From present indications the colored laborers’ 
strike is about to end. 

It is not the strikers, however, who have 
brought this to pass. They areas defiant as 
ever, and display not the slightest inclination 
to compromise. 

The railroads, however, have had agents out 
for the past few days, and this afternoon, as a 
result, found 750 men at work at the Ocean 
steamship wharves. The new laborers, who 
are all colored, are being paid on the new 
scale, which is ag advance of 2 cents an hour 
over the old rates. 

Italians and Huns Coming. 

On Monday next agang of 300 Hungarians 
and Italians will arrive on the City of 
Augusta. These men have been secured 
through the instrumentality of General 
Terrell, the general manager of the Ocean 
Steamship Company. Their arrival will be 
all that is needed. It is thought to thoroughly 
break the backbone of the strike, as with 
them at work, in conjunction with those who 
have already replaced the strikers, no difficulty 
will be experienced in unloading and loading 
the vessels and steamships at the various 
wharves. The business men of the city think 
that the outlook has brightened; very materially 
during the last twenty-four hours, and they 
think that the peril which, from a com- 
mercial standpoint, has stared them in the 
face, has been averted. ~¢« 

The exportation of the Italiansand Hun- 
garians is generally looked upon with decided 
disfavor. Those who most emphatically dis- 
approve of the course pursued by the strikers 
are unanimovsin declaring that they prefer 
negroes to the class of Italian labor which it is 
proposed to bring here. The lJongshoremen 
who have not joined in the strike are bitterly 
opposed tothe introduction of Italian labor. 
They declare that one result will be a reduc- 
tion in their wages, and it is natural to sup- 
pose that they will kick vigorously against 
anything that will tend to cause this. 

The Strikers Growing Desperate. 

Until today the strikers have been bold and 
fearless in their-defiance. Their ranks were 
considerably augmented this morning by por- 
ters and drivers from the hardware and gro- 
cery stores, who finally yielded to the per- 
suasion of the ‘union’s walking delegates, 
When they learned, however, late this morn- 
ing, that a large force was at work at both the 
Central and Savannah, Florida and Western 
railroad wharves, their general aspect under- 
went a radical change. 

Hitherto they have obeyed their leaders im- 
plicitly, but today they became sullen and 
began drinking freely. Squads wandered 
around the city, displaying Knives and 
pistols, and the mayor found it neces- 
sary to issue a proclamation forbidding 
people to collect around the city in large 
groups. The.strikers seem utterly disheart- 


ened, and are beginning to act pretty ugly. 


They think now that their chances of going to 
work at the old rates are rather shady, and to 
make things still worse for them, the store- 
keepers today shut down on them, and refused 
to allow them any more provisions on credit. 

This morning found a hundred extra police- 
men on Guy, and the military have been 
holding themselves in readiness to go to the 
front for forty-eight hours. Detachments of 
the latter are garrisoned at both the regi- 
mental and guard armories. 

Public Opinion Changed. 

The sympathy of the general public hereto- 
fore has been with the strikers. Today, how- 
ever, finds all this changed. It has transpired 
that the negroes mean to gain their end,no mat- 
ter what the cost may be, or who has to suffer, 
The order which hitherto has characterized 
their actions has also disappeared, and the 
gravest apprehensions are entertained as to 
the outcome. Their recent conduct has de- 
stroyed what sympathy they gained at the 
outset and it is hoped that they will be com- 
pletely demoralized, even though the most 
vigorous measures have to be resorted to, 
Should the negroes make any outbreak, it is 
thought that a few lives will probably be lost, 
but that they can be annihilated by the mili- 
tary in very short order. : 

At the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road wharf, 150 men, a large number of whom 
are white, are now filling the places of the 
strikers. : 

The Naooochee, of the Ocean steamship line, 
which was to have sailed this morning, will 
sail for New York tomorrow morning at 5 
o’clock. 

The Alleghany, of the Merchants’ and 
Miners’ Transportation Company, which 
should have sailed Wednesday, went this 
morning. 

The Strike Is at an End. 

At midnight, it is learned that the strike 
has ended. The strikers held a giant meeting 
at Odd Fellows’ hall tonight. 

Several of the leading and most influential 
negroes of Savannah and this section of the 
state appeared before them, and earnestly 
urged the acceptance of the terms offered by 
the railroad companies, which is an advance of 
24 cents an hour. 

The mass of the strikers at first emphatic- 
ally refused to act on this advice, When the 
gravity of their position was clearly explained 
they thonght better of the matver, however, 
and agreed to do as they were advised. There 
was some murmuring, but they rapidly decided 
in favor of acompromise. A committe was 
appointed to wait on Colonel V. E. McBee, at 
the DeSoto, to learn if the Central’s offer 
of the 24 cents per hour advance still held 
good. They were assured that it did and re- 
ported to this effect at once to the strikers. 
The latter have quietly dispersed, and most of 
them will go to work Monday morning. Most 
of the men now filling their places at the 
wharves are section hands brought in from 
along the lines of the two roads who will be 
sent back to their regular work. Everything 
is quiet at 12 o’clock, and all fears of dis- 


turbances or tronbie have been dispelled. The | 


strikers say that they have been acting all 
along under the advice of white men who 
have led them into all their trouble.

A COUNTERFEITER CAPTURED. 


Another One of the Dayton Fellows in 
Jail. 

CuHaTTanooaa, October 2.—[Special.]—The 
newspapers of the country afew weeke 
recorded the discovery of a counterfeiters’ den 
on Main street of Dayton, Tenn., and the 
capture of the two leading spirits in the spuri- 
ous coinage. Intheden were found a few 
hundred newly coined dollars and the moulds 
in which they were made, 

Today a deputy United States marshal cap- 
tured another of the gang and brought him 
here. He was bound over tothe United States 
court by the commissioner and remanded to 
jail in default of a bond. The government 
officers have information from reliable sources 
which leads them to assert that the Dayton 
gang was only one of quite a number engaged 
in scattering counterfeit dollars and coin of 
smaller denomination over the south. One 
place has already been located in the Cumber- 
land mountains where it is known the business 
of manufacturing nickels is carried on exten- 
sively. A surprisingly large amount of coun- 
terfeit two-dollar bills are also in circulation 
in the city.

Futures opened at twenty points advance, 
closing steady at two to four points decline 
from yesterday’s closing price. There wasa 
Bunoby temper among the bulls on the cot- 
ton exchange today. They were disposed to 
ask questions. ‘‘Ifs-l-u-p-e don’t spell sloop, 
what in thunder doesit spell?” Was Bunoby’s 
query. ‘Ifa stronger Liverpool, better Man- 
chester, bad crop accounts and reduced 
receipts won’t put up cotton, what will?’’ 
waked the bulls. Manyof them nested to 
be asked something easier, and took advan- 
tage of an early rise to sell out. Still, none 
but the most chronic bears dare keep short 
over night.

Is Nellie Austin the Woman Who Urged 
Bob Brewer to Fight? 


HER CALL WAS CLOSE AT TWO TIMES. 


The History of the Freckled-Faced, Red-

Macon, Ga., October 2.—Special.]—Nellie 
Austin, the woman who is so white thatshe is 
not black nor nothing like it and so much a ne- 
gro that she is not a white woman, has quite a 
history. 

She was seen yesterday by your correspon- 
dent, who has seen her before. 

The people will recall the bloody 
riot which was led by Bob Brewer in Jesup, & 
year ago last Christmas. Nellie Austin was 
one of the characters of that riot, so those who 
know her say. 

It will be remembered that Brewer was 
urged on by what was reported as being w 
white woman, who lived with some negroes. 
It is said that Nellie Austin is that woman. 
For a few days after the riot the people of 
Jesup would have given a large sum of money 
to lay hands on the woman, but they found 
her not. 

She drifted to Brunswick, and there The 
Times told her story. 

It could not be proven beyond a doubt that 
she was the woman who took part in the 
affair, though some railroad men identified 
her. Fearing that she would be summarily 
dealt with, she was hid out from a crowd who 
went from Jesup to Brunswick to ‘‘identify”’ 
her. So great. was her fear that she ap- 
pealed to the sheriff of Glynn county for pro- 
tection. 

If she is the woman that these- railroad men 
said she was, she had boarded Brewer in 
Jesup. 

It was proven that Brewer went to her 
house in Brunswick and found a haven of 
refuge while the country was being scoured 
forhim. When that became known another 
party went to Brunswick from Jesup and 
other places along the East Tennessee road to 
‘‘consult’’ with her. She had appealed to the 
sheriff for protection and he had promised to 
protect her. Bill Berrie is a good man and he 
would have protected her with his own life. 

But she didn’t give him a chance. 

Somehow Nellie got wind of the 
coming of the second party, and lost no 
time in making herself scarce about Bruns- 
wick, though she stoutiy denied ever having 
been a consort of his. 

The next day after she left a warrant went 
to Brunswick from Jesup anthorizing her ar- 
rest for inciting to riot. But she had gone and 
her whereabouts was never known. 

As bas been said,it was never proven 
beyond a doubt that she was the woman whom 
it was said slie was. She insisted that she was 
not and said she could ;furnish proof to that 
effect, though she said she passed through 
Jesup phe day of the riot. Whether she is the 
woman or not your reporter won’t pretend to 
say, but this 1s the true story of her sojourn in 
Brunswick. 

During her limited stay in the city by the 
sea she conducted herself well, andit can be 
said that she proved herself a negro, for she 
was with her mother, who was of a light 


gingercake color.

Trial of Dr. Glover, Charged with Poilson- 
ing His Wife.

Mayor Cline and Mr. W. T. Conn, in behalf 
of the people of the city, appeared before the 
legislature during the last week and made a 
vigorous protest against the passage of the 
dill. , 


Will Appeal to the Governor. 

The [corporation committee in whose hands 
it was placed, unanimously recommend that 
the bill do not pass, and the city’s representa- 
tive returned to the city under the impression 
that the bill would be defeated. In spite of 
the fight that had been made against the Dill, 
it°passed both houses, and the feeling of the 
people is wrought up to the highest pitch. 

The measure will be carried before the gov- 
ernor, and fought to the end. The opponents 
of the bill claim that the city has issued bonds 
and the validity of those bonds is largly de- 
pendent on taxes of property excluded by the 
new bill.

The great republican campaign of corrup- 
tion has opened, and the curtain has risen 
on the annual stand and deliver act, with 
Harrison asthe star, supported by a care- 
fully selected company, familiar with brib- 
ery roles in the Blocks of Five drama which 
had such a successful run during the last 
national campaign. 

President Harrison, who assumes the lead- 
Ing character this season, has given the cor- 
ruption ball a gentle push, and has set it 
rolling with a check for $500, and republican 
oftice holders, according to a New York spe- 
cial, are being waited’ upon and forced to 
supplement: Harrison’s contribution with 
handsome checks. No office holder will es- 
cape, Themeanest servant of the adminis- 
tration is collared and robbed in the interest 
of the republican party in New York. 
‘‘Your money or your place”’ is the cry, and 
the dollars are jingling at a lively rate. 

It is something new for a president of the 
United States to openly countenance bribery 
in a state election; to give his check for the 
purchase of votes and dispatch his private 
secretary to the scene of action in order to 
advance the schemes of a candidate for of- 
fice, but it proves conclusively, if further 
proof were necessary, that the administra 
tion is itself a political machine which 
knows no interests foreign to the party it 
represents. 

President Harrison gave the cold shoulder 
to Blocks-of-Five Dudley after that noted 
politician’s. money had spread corruption 
through the state of Indiana, but he is now 
in the same boat with him, and Dudley’s 
methods are his own.

Jay Gould in the South. 

It is not often that Wall street can be 
coaxed into taking a broad view of matters, 
and for that reason it frequently becomes 
necessary fora manof brains to maul and 
smash it with a few choice facts. The other 
day when Mr. Gouli concluded to pass _ the 
dividend of the Missouri Pacific, rather than 
borrow the money to pay it, the gifted gam- 
blers of the street set up a terrible yell, and 
this yeliing and screaming was so alarming 
in its nature that it impressed the metropoli- 
tan editors, and these sentinels on the 
watch tower echoed the Wall street yells 
and added a spice of venom on their own 
account. Withitall they presented some 
very pretty pictures of a highly moral nature. 
First there was a highly colored view repre- 
senting the Gould boys throwing away their 
daddy’s millions, with the old man _ himself 
in the distance rushing to their rescue. Next 
there was a dissolving view of Mr. Gould on 
his knees praying toa party of the name of 
J. Pierrepont Morgan and begging for - this, 
that and the other. 

Meanwhile it has become clear that 
Gould, when he passed the Missouri Pacific 
dividend, and smashed the very stocks of 
which he is a large holder, didn’t have Wall 
street and its gambling interests in a corner 
of his mind. He was preparing.for a rail- 
road deal of a kind too vast for the contem- 
plation of the crazy putters and callers who 
dance the ghost dance on the margin of the 
Wall street whirlpool. These little gamblers 
thought they had been attacked, and their 
complaints through the newspapers were 
’ very bitter indeed. It turns out, however, 
that it is certain western railroad lines 
which have been disturbed, and they are 
now on the anxious seat. 

Whoever it may hurt, it is certain that 
Mr. Gould’s new deal will help the south. 
These western lines which are nowina 
state of uneasiness have formed a pool or 
combination east of St. Louis, and they 
were hurting Mr. Gould’s Missouri Pacific 
and its branch lines very seriously by taking 
away from them their grain traffic. This is 
why the dividend was passed. The grain that 
used to go to St. Louis is now diverted by 
the pool so as to go to Chicago direct from 
Kansas City. Mr. Gould, after explaining 
this situation, was asked if there was uno 
remedy for it. He made this reply, which 
has caused the pool lines to regard him as a 
disturber of traffic: ‘Oh, yes,’ he said, 
‘‘we will overcome itinafew weeks. We 
are pushing to completion a connecting link 
that will enable us to deliver wheat.and 
other grain at New Orleans for export over 
the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain at 
the same price that the other roads can lay 
it down at Chicago. We will also havea 
connection with and an outlet at Mem- 
phis.”’ 

The connecting link to which Mr. Gould 
alludes is the new line from Fort Smith to a 
junction with the Cotton Belt, which will 

‘give the Missouri Pacific a short route to 

New Orleans over the Cotton Belt and 

Texas Pacific, both of which are controlled 

by Gould. When this line is completed, 

which will be within the course of a few 
weeks, the same rates will be adopted from 
points in Kansas to New Orleans that are 
in force between Kansas and Chicago. In 
this new movement, or ‘deal,’ as it is 
called, Mr. Gould has the active aid and 
sympathy of Mr. Huntington, of the South- 
ern Pacific. To the great grainecarrying 
traffic which Mr. Gould can divert from 

Chicago to New Orleans, and to other 

southern ports by means of the Richmond 

Terminal system, the Huntington lines can 

add the transcontinental trade from Cali- 

fornia over the Southern Pacific. The ad- 
vantage of this new movement is that traffic 
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| reaches tide-water at New Orleans for, the 
same rate that it reaches Chicago, which is 
one thousand miles from tide-water. 

If to Mr. Gould’s southern system be 
added the Richmond Terminal system, 
which has been equipped with an eye single 
to the development of southern trade, it 
will be seen that the movement is not only 
a far-reaching one, but promises to give the 
south something more than a fair show in 
handling the traffic of the continent. It is 
quite too early to say what part the Rich- 
mond Terminal will play in these new de- 
velopments. The system was established 
for the purpose of diverting business to 
this section, but the reception that it has 
met atthe hands of the Georgia house of 
lepresentatives, through a combination of 
selfish interests, ignorance and prejudice, is 
not a very promising one. No combination 
can carry outascheme of developing the 
trade of the south when it is threatened 
with endless litigation in a state which 
ought to hold out its welcoming hands. 

Meanwhile we shall watch the develop- 
ment of Mr. Gould’s great southwestern 
scheme with considerable interest. If the 
general assembly of Georgia, by inimical 
and unnecessary legislation shall cripple the 
purpose of. the Richmond Berminal to build 


_up the trade of Georgia and to develop her 


ports, that fact shall not prevent us from 
congratulating New Orleans on the pros- 
perity which Mr. Gould’s new movement 
promises to bring to her. 


Rainmaking and the Scientists. 

The last number of The North American 

teview contains an article by General Dy- 
renforth on his rainmaking experiments in 
Texas, and this article is followed by a piece 
from the pen of Professor Simon Newcomb, 
who is said to be a scientist. We shall prob- 
ably never get at the exact truth in regard 
to the government experiments in Texas. 
In the first place there was a curious poverty 
of material and apparatus for producing con- 
cussions in the upper air. Yet there were 
some concussions, and these were followed 
by falls of rain in the neighborhood, the ex- 
periments taking place in an arid region. 

We remember that some of the newspapers 
ridiculed the experiments, and, among our 
Texan contemporaries, there seemed to be a 
desire to hoot at the efforts of the rainmak- 
ers. Nevertheless, there were some explos- 
ions calculated to produce concussions in the 
upper air, and there was rainfall in a region 
that is not often visited by showers during 
the summer season. General Dyrenforth 
doesn’t approach the matter from the stand- 
point of a scientist, but makes a matter of 
fact statement which is refreshingly free 
from the bosh with which science, so called, 
envelopes its subjects. 

There is the article of Professor Simon 
Newcomb, for instance, which is in the 
nature of a criticism on General Dyrenforth’s 
remarks. As a Boston contemporary re- 
marks, the professor ‘‘takes up the subject 
from the standpoint of a thorough scientist.”’ 
We all know what this means. It means 
that when the professor puts on his specta- 
cles and roaches his hair, he knows more 
about rainmaking than everybody else put 
together. To express a doubt wouldn’t be 
‘‘scientific.”’ The man who is cock-sure 
about everything is a scientist. Give hima 
theory to advocate and he is a professor of 
science. The resultis that what we call 
‘science’ is the most hopelessly muddled 
affair under the sun—a thing of guesses and 
theories. 

Professor Newcomb says that rain can’t 
be made to fall by concussion. He is cer- 
tain of it, and can prove it with scientific 
formulas invented for the occasion. Yet 
thousands of old soldiers who are ignorant 
of ‘‘science,’’ can tell the professor that rain 
always followed a battle in which artillery 
was employed, and that but for this, hund- 
reds of wottnded men would have been 
burned in the woods where they lay; and 
thousands of commonplace people can tell 
him that they have witnessed a sudden and 
violent downpour of rain follow a heavy clap 
of thunder. 

The truth is, General Dyrenforth knows 
just as much about the matter as any scien- 
tist, and no more. Thatis tosay he knows 
nothing at all about it. 
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The Cornerers and the Cornered. 

The pleasing notion is held out to the 
people by some of our editorial brethren 
that it is impossible for any syndicate. of 
capitalists to control any of the important 
food products of the country and thus levy a 
tax upon the necessities of the public. This 
notion grows out of the fact that all such 
efforts have proved futile, and we are 
pointed to the wheat deal of a few years 
ago, which wrecked a good many pockets 
and reputations in the west, to the experi- 
ments of ‘“‘Old Hutch,’’ 4nd to the more re- 
cent effort of S. V. Whité & Co., which 
resulted in disaster. 

This is a consoling view to take, but it is 
essentially a superficial one. In contem- 
plating it, we must bear in mind that the 
wheat deal which wrecked a number of 
western banks and sent a Cincinnati 
Christian to jail, was so close to success that 
it put up the price of flour all over the 
country, and in. this way filched millions 
from the pockets of the poor. The same 
result followed the experiment of ‘Old 
Hutch.’’ The attempt to corner wheat was 
a failure, but the price went up and the 
people suffered in their pockets. There 
have been hundreds of other deals in meat 
and lard and other necessaries, which have 
been apparently unsuccessful, but which 
have been the means of robbing the people. 

In regard to the attempt of Deacon S. V. 
White and his co-parceners to get up a cor- 
ner in corn, it may be said that the cornerers 
were cornered, and yet the public escaped, 
as it were, by the skin of its teeth. It is 


- now given out from Chicago that there is 


‘“nocornin the country,’’ and this an- 
nouncement is made in the face of the fact 
that the -present crop “is estimated to be 
larger than that of 1889, which reached 
2,112,872,000 bushels, valued at $597,918,- 


The situation, therefore, seems to be very 
peculiar. Soon after the White failure, it is 
said that not one out of 100 houses in the 
chief towns throughout the country was 
able to buy a carload of corn, and we are 
further informed that had the firm of S. ¥. 
White & Co. been able to raise less than 
$255,000 in cash it would have owned the 
whole visible supply of corn in the United 
States and Canada, In other words, if S, 
V. White & Co. had beet able to add 
500,000 more bushels to the 7,000,000 which 
they had already cornered, their scheme 
would have been entirely successful, and 


| they would hgve been able to levy a tribute 


| on the n . 
62,000,000 of people in this country. . 

It will thus be seen that the failure of 
these experiments to corner the necessaries 
of life and to squeeze millions out of the 
people is due entirely to fortuitous circum- 
stances. Each experiment approaches 
nearer to success. Under our wretched 
financial system, which enables a few men 
to practically control and manipulate the 
currency of the country, itis possible fora 
syndicate of bold and unscrupulous men 
to corner wheat, or corn, or meat, and to 
exact from the people richer tributes than 
any barbarian monarch has ever been able 
to squeeze out of his subjects. We need 
not suppose that these attempts will cease, 
or that happy accidents will always inter- 
vene to protect the people. The spoils in 
prospect are too rich, and the greed of the 
speculators too keen to permit a cessation of 
the experiments. 

Some day they will be successful—too 
successful, in fact—and then we shall be- 
hold the spectacle of the people varying the 
performance of paying tribute by hanging a 
few millionaires to the lamp-posts. Specu- 
lation in the necessaries of life will as- 
suredly find its proper remedy. 
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Debt in Kansas and lowa. 

It is no wonder that there is revolutionary 
talk in Kansas and Jowa. In Kansas the 
mortgage debt on real estate is greater than 
its assessed value, and the records show that 
a& sum several times as great has been bor- 
rowed and paid off in the last decade. The 
mortgage debt actually in. force on Kansas 
farms at the first of 1890, according to Mr. 
Porter’s census, was $167,145,039, and that 
upon lots in towns and cities was $68,340,- 
063, making . $235,485,102 of mortgage debt 
upon the land of Kansas. The whole prop- 
erty of the state, real and personal, was only 
assessed at $290,593,711, and of this, about 
two-thirds was real estate. The land of 
Kansas is shown to be mortgaged for at least 
thirty-five million dollars more than its 
assessed value. Added to this is a state and 
county indebtedness which makes the total 
enormous. As the people of a state have to 
pay the interest on railroad bonds, whether 
they own them or not,.we may include the 
mortgage debt onthe state’s mileage. In 
Kansas and lowa the average, according to 
Poor, is over twenty-eight thousand dollars 
amile. This gives Kansas a railroad debt 
of $245,000,000. eWith the individual mort- 
gage debt and the state and county debt, the 
total visible debt of the state is $405,000, 000, 
besides unknown sums due on notes and ac- 
counts based on credit or personal security. 

In Iowa, according to the census, the real 
estate mortgage debt in foroe January l, 
1890, was $199,034,956, the state and county 
debt was $3,648,508, and the bonded debt of 
railways $232,000,000, making a total visible 
debt of $434,683,464, against $478,518,248 
as the assessed value of all real and personal 
property. 

Every one understands that the assessed 
value is not the real value, but a load of 
debt as heavy as the assessed value is a 
crushing burden, and it is no wonder that 
the farmers of Kansas and lowa are crying 
out that it is too grievous to be borne. The 
corn crop in Kansas last year was estimated 
by government statisticians to be worth 
$28,000,000, and that would not pay the 
interest on the mortgage debt of the state. 

With such acrop as that of last year, 
when wheat was estimated at $21,700,842, it 
would take all the corn and a good part of 
the wheat to pay the interest on what the 
people owed. How they were to pay the 
principal of the debt and their own living 
expenses they could notsee, It isno won. 
der that they got desperate.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


ELECTIONS IN New York city come high, but the 
people must have them at any price. The election 
last year cost the people of New York city $464,743. 
This year’s election is going to cost $439,300. This 
is a saving of $25,000. Prior tothe adoption of 
the new-fangled ballot law the cost of an election 
in New York never exceeded $250,000. Of the sum 
appropriated for this year’s contest, $206,800 is for 
the pay of election inspectors, poll clerks and 
baliot clerks ; $108,000 for the reat of polling places 
and their fitting up, the construction of voting 
booths and ballot boxes, and their removal, and for 
maps, stationery and printing ; 340,000 for advertis- 
ing the polling places inthe newspapers, $11,500 
for advertising the nominations in the news- 
papers, $8,000 for the pay of the chief of the 
bureau of election, his chief clerk andthe clerks 
of the county canvassers, $5,000 for contingencies 
(including $100 for refreshments at police head- 
quarters on election night), and $60,000 for the 
printing of official ballots. Last year this last 
item came to $54,000. Eleven million tickets were 
then needed, but 8,000,000 tickets, from present 
appearances, willbe required this year, but the 
total may run in excess of that,and the appro- 
priation has been made in excess of the amount 
likely to be needed. 


THERE Is some consolation for real estate 
agents and investors inthe fact that while the 
stock marketin New York has been convulsed 
by the sharp deals of some of the great 
corporate kings, the real estate market was not 
affected in the slightest. People with moderate 
amounts of money to invest will very readily per- 
ceive the pertinence of this fact.

Rome, Ga., October 2.—[Special.]—The 
water question is getting to be more inte rest- 
ing tothe Romans. Latethis afternoon Al- 
derman Sam Knox, of the waterworks com- 
mittee, ordered tle street sprinklers to use no 
more water, as the supply was almost ex- 
hausted.

Mr. A. N. Oldfield, chairman the 
cominittee, reported taat the com- 
mittee had prepared and _ circulated 
petitions addressed to the mayor and city 
council asking the abandonment of the present 
dumping grounds, that these petitions had 
been largely signed, and that the committee 
had called upon the owners ofthe tallow fac- 
tory and slaughter houses and asked them to 
move to a more sparsely settled place. They 
reported that a good sum had been collected 
to be used for the legal suppression of these 
nuisances, in case their requests were not 
granted. 

Several suggestions were made as to how the 
city could dispose of her garbage with less evil 
results. It was suggested that a general abat- 
toir, or slaughter house, could be built at the 
Chattahoochee riverfor the use of all the 
butchers, where plenty of water would remove 
the chances of unpleasant or unwholesome ei- 
fect. 

The general expressiof#f of all present was 
that the peopleof Atlanta would see that it 
was not right to empty all the filth of the city 
in one section, and that the council would take 
some action for the relief of the infested sec- 
tion, and there would be no need to resort to 
legal proceedings. 

The meeting adjourned to meet in the coun- 
cil chamber next Monday at3 o’clock, when 
the petition will be presented to the council.

THEIR GRIEVANCES, 


The Property Owners of Capitol Avenue 
Want a Hearing. 


THEY ORGANIZE FOR BUSINESS. 


They Talk About the Poor Street Car Serv- 
ice— The Railroad Right-of- 
Way Matter. 


The property holders and residents of Cap- 
itol avenue have organized for the purpose of 
protecting their interests. 

In response to a call signed by J. W. Ran- 
kin, Henry Hillyer, R. T. Dorsey, H. M. 
Patty and George Muse, a number of gentle- 
men met at Mr. Muse’s residence. 

Dr. J. W. Rankin was called to the chair 
and he explained the object of the meeting. 
He said that it was desired ‘to discuss some 
questions of comimon interest to the residents 
of Capitol avenue. ‘*First,’’ said he, ‘‘there is 
the execrable street car service, the bad con- 
dition of the street, the Loyd street sewer, 
and most important, perhaps, the railway 
right of way strip crossing the street. These 
and such other subjects as you think need dis- 
cussing are before you.”’ 

This question of the right of way for the 
railroad isan old one. It has agitated the res- 
idents of this part of Atlanta for some years. 
This right of way is owned by H. B. Plant and 
others. It is about two hundred 
feet wide and crosses Capitol avenue at 
Crumley street. The owners object to 
selling ‘the property at any price,and che 
matter is certain soon to get into the courts. 

The property owners who live on this beau- 
tiful residence street do not like the presence 
of merchants, butchers, green grocers and 
others, whose shops, they think, mar the 
beauty of the avenue and render it less desira- 
ble as a place of residence. Recently some 
large store buildings have been erected be- 
tween Jones and Fair streets on Capitol ave- 
nue, and others are in course of construction. 

So strong is the opposition to these business 
places that Mr. J. M. Brosius organized a syn- 
dicate for the purpose of buying all the prop- 
erty for several blocks along both sides of the 
avenue. Mr. Welch, the real estate man, was 
placed in charge of the matter. After a 
great deal of work he found the matter could 
not be arranged, aud so reported to the syndi- 
cate. The effort was then abandoned, but an- 
other attempt will be made to buy the prop- 
erty. 

The Capitol avenne people are thoroughly 
aroused and will move actively. 

They believe their part of the city has been 
neglected by the general council, and that 
body will probably soon be called upon to con- 
sider formidable petitions. 

The street car service is actually the worst 
in Atlanta. 

A prominent gentleman, who lives on Capitol 
avenue, said last night: 

**The public will soon hear our grievances. 
Next Thursday night we will meet and take 
definite action about some matters which de- 
mand immediate attention, We have been 
the most uncomplaining, the _— best- 
hearted peuple in the world. We have 
borne these hardships as long as we can, and 
will let the public hear what we have to say.” 

At the next meeting several committees will 
report and the campaign will be planned.

The Atlanta Clearing House Association 
began business day before yesterday. 

The ofticers who are actively in charge are: 
Mr. Paul Romare, president; Captain Robert 
Lowry, vice president, and Mr. George De- 
Saussure, treasurer. : 

The association is conducting its operations 
for the present at the Atlanta National bank 
and fog the next two weeks this will be its 
beadquarters, Then the work will be done at 
the Gate City National bank for two weeks; 
then at the Lowry Banking Company. And 
so on till the nine banks have all done their 
share of work. It is expected, however, that 
long before the eighteen weoks have passed 
the association will have a permanent place of 
business at some central point in the city. 

There are nine banks which are members of 
the clearing house association.

Theideathat the business of a clearing 
house is complicated is erroneous; itis simple 
as possible. A very small force of men can 
discharge millions of dollars’ worth of busi- 
ness in a few hours. 

Every morning at 10:30 o’clock the clearing 
house business is begun, and it generally re- 
quires gnly about one hour to finish it. All 
the settlements are at once made. 

All the banks in the association send checks 
to the clearing house early every morning. 
The clerks examine these checks and place 
them on the debit or credit side of 
the book as the case may be. 
It takes a very short while to ascertain how 
much one bank owes another and to strike a 
balance.

And the East Tennessee Can Come In 
W her the Amount of Rental She 
Is to Pay Is Agreed On. 


The contract between the Richmond and 
Danville and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, by which the former is to 
pay the iatter $25,000 per annum for the 
use of the union depot, has been signed. 

All that remains to be done before the 
East Tennessee goes into the depot is for 
the officials of that road to agree with 
the officials of the Riclrmond and Dan- 
ville as to the amount of rental to be paid 
per annum by the East Tennessee for the 
use of the depot. 

_There will be but little trouble fn doing 
this, as the $25,000 is to be divided between 
only three roads—the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, Georgia Pacific and East Tennessee, 

As has already been stated in Tur Con- 
STITUTION, the matter is practically settled, 
and it is only a matter of a very short 


time befcre the East Tennessee will enter 
the depot. 


A Correction. | 

In a short taik with Celonel B. W. Wrenn, 
general passenger agent of the East Tennes- 
see, printed in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, 
Colonel Wrenn is made to say that when 
the matter of the East Tennessee had been 
settled that he would be notified by General 
Manager Hudson, and he could put the trains 
into the depot in an hour’s time. These words 
are calculated to leave an impression which 
was not at all intended by Colonel Wrenn. 
What Colonel Wrenn did say was that when 
the matter was settled, his and all the other 
departments of the road would be notified, 
and he could make arrangements for the sale 
of tickets in the union depot. The handiing 
of the trains belongs, of courss, to the general 
manager and Superintendent Beauprie. 

Other Offices Coming. 

Although the Kiser building is already about 
filled up with officials and employes, there are 
still more to follow. 

On next Thursday Mr. Milo 5, Freeman, 
auditor of receipts of the Central road, will 
bring his office furnishings and employes to 
Atlanta and consolidate his office with the 
general office here under Mr. M. C. Figg.
